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It is noted that Applicants have amended the claims to include the limitation of "naltrexone hydrochloride dihydrate" in the independent 
claim. Applicants assert that this is sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 103 rejection. 

While it is agreed that the prior art does not teach "naltrexone hydrochloride dihydrate", it is noted the ratios taught in Oshlack in view of 
Kuczynski still overlap with that claimed. Further, it is well within the skill of the art to include salt forms of a known drug and absent a 
showing of secondary considerations as to why the hydrochloride dihydrate form is beneficial over any other salt form would be helpful in 
distinguishing the present invention.
